REMARKS 



Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) 

The Examiner has rejected claims 12, 13, 17, 18, and 21 under 35 U.S.C. §103 
(a) as being unpatentable over Satya et al. (U.S. 6,528,8187) in combination with 
Stearns et al. (U.S. 5,715,385). 

Applicants have cancelled claims 12, 13, 17, 18, and 21 without prejudice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has stated that claims 19, 20, and 22-27 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Applicants have rewritten claims 19, 20, and 22-27 in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

Applicants believe that all pending claims, including claims 19, 20, and 22-27, 
are now in condition for allowance so such action is earnestly solicited at the earliest 
possible date.
